The inventions listed as Groups Mil do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-III appears to be HSA isolated from chloroplasts. 

However, Daniell (WO 01/72959) teach plastid transformation vectors encoding HSA 
and plants whose chloroplasts were transformed with the vector (pg 78-80; Fig 2-4 on figure pg 
18 and Fig 9-10 on figure pg 20). Thus, claim 1 among others, is not novel. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking Groups I-III is not special and the Groups are not 
so linked under PCR Rule 13.1. 
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Applicant is advised that for the reply to this requirement to be complete, it must 
include (i) an election of an invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.
